These times, when war’s loud alarms are trying the 
ouls of men as in a crucible of fire, there is hardly one in 
ur membership who does not have some personal interest 
a the great events upon which the occasion it cominemo- 
ates placed the seal of finality. For some of us who will 
bserve this Memorial Day, that interest is tinged with pro- 
ound sadness, and yet it is a proud sorrow that borders 
n the realms of joy. For since all must die, how noble and 
ieautiful a thing it is to die for an undying cause and under 
he approving eye of history. So fell those for whom our 
Learts mourn, and history has no fairer or more inspiring 
iage than that which records the splendor of their devotion 
nd the completeness of their sacrifice. 


I There are many who have gone from our councils this 
ist year; many who passed to a peaceful rest after a long 
’e devoted to service in the cause of Odd Fellowship; 
any who have given their all upon the field of battle, 
re memories we hold for all of them bring us to a keener 
nse than we ever felt before of the proud privilege that 
ours in being, in a sense, commissioned to expound to the 
orld the real meaning of universal brotherhood. Those 
:loved brothers died well because they had lived well, 
reir names will long be held in loving memory because 
eir lives were spent in doing good. They will be revered 
r us because they have brought to us in more solemn and 
rious example the duty that rests upon us, the living, by 
ason of the vows we have taken and the promises we have 
ade, both to God and man. Memorial Day calls us not 
only in reverence to the shrine of the dead, but in enthusi¬ 
asm to the service of our Order. What has been secured 
ly sacrifice can be preserved by inspired obligation. 


Our forebearers wisely determined that a day should 
be set aside by our Order to provide a time certain ivhen 
our entire membership may, at the same moment so to 
Speak, turn for a time from the distracting troubles and 
trials of this life and dwell in calm and serene thought¬ 
fulness of those of our brethren who have passed beyond. 


THEREFORE, I, D. D. Monroe, Grand Sire, in obedi¬ 
ence to the General Laws of the Order, do hereby 

PROCLAIM 

Tuesday, the twelfth day of June, Nineteen hundred forty- 
five, being the second Tuesday in said month, the Memorial 
Day of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows; and I do 
hereby enjoin all subordinate bodies of the Order to meet 
upon said day, or upon Sundays preceding or following, 
and, by appropriate exercises, commemorate the virtues of 
our departed brethren. In further keeping with the action 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, expressed at its 1902 ses¬ 
sion, I recommend to the members of the Order the placing 
of some symbol or flag over the graves of Odd Fellows when 
decorating such graves upon the memorial day set apart for 
that purpose. 

Also, it has become a proper and laudable custom, 
among Odd Fellows, to make Annual Pilgrimages to the 
Tombs of the Unknown Soldiers. This custom should be 
observed this year as in previous years. For members in the 
United States who can avail themselves of the privilege, the 
Odd Fellows of the District of Columbia, with the co-opera¬ 
tion of the War Department, have arranged a Pilgrimage 
to the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Arlington National 
Cemetery, on Sunday, May 6th, 1945, between the hours of 
3:00 and 4:00 o’clock, p.m. 

Many thousands of the heroes of our Order who have 
kept the fires of brotherhood burning in our lodge-rooms by 
their regular attendance at our meetings and by their sub¬ 
lime devotion to the ideals of mutual helpfulness, have 
been called to that Field of Larger Usefulness. We cannot 
give that mighty rolbcall in this writing, but you are urged 
to reverently mention them in your lodges. We can only 
name here the following additional prominent and repre¬ 
sentative members of the Order reported to us as officers, 
past officers, Grand Representatives and Past Grand Repre¬ 
sentatives of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, whose member¬ 
ship has been transferred to the Sovereign Lodge on High 
during the year preceding this Proclamation, each of whom 
we hold in loving memory: 

ALBERTA 

December 8, 1944, Charles Emery Noble, 

Past Grand Representative, aged 71 years. 

January 22, 1945, Walter J. Huntingford, 

Past Grand Representative, aged 69 years. 
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In the world today we are enduring the Good Friday 
of suffering and grief. They sleep beneath the shadows of 
the clouds, careless alike of sunshine and of storm, each in 
the windowless palace of rest. Earth may run with other 
wars—they are at peace. They hover as a cloud above our 
Order. They will continue to inspire us with nobler motives 
and more sincere determination. 

In each ceremony which will take place in pursuance of 
this Proclamation, there is the basis for renewed fervor, 
revived loyalty, and restored confidence in our great Order. 
We are the sharers of a great glory. I exhort all to again 
renew our resolution—renew it by the graves of our de¬ 


parted brethren and comrades—that this Order owes al 
eteranal debt to all who have gone before—and that thl 
debt can only be paid by fulfilling the ideal for which the! 
lived, fought and died—the ideal of Universal Brotherhood 
which lies at the foundation of Odd Fellowship.

ADDRESS BY REV. J. W. BAINBRIDGE 
AT HIGH RIVER CELEBRATION 


I am privileged to celebrate with you the 
126th Anniversary of the founding of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows on the North American 
continent. I am not an Odd Fellow, but I 
have a lot of relatives and friends who be¬ 
long to your respective lodges; it has been 
my privilege from time to time to read some 
of your semi-public literature; and, being a 
member of a brother fraternity of yours, I 
know something of the organization, activi¬ 
ties, successes and problems of your institu¬ 
tion. Therefore, I would like to share with 
you a kind of family discussion, feeling that 
what I have to say about your organization 
applies almost equally and identically to my 
own lodge, and, indeed, in a measure also 
to the Christian church. 

As a basis of our theme I would recall 
that the three links symbolic of your lodges 
stand for “ Friendship, Brotherly Love and 
Truth”, and the lesson, St. Luke 10:25 to 37, 
which we read from the volume of the Sac¬ 
red Law, is one of the central scriptures of 
your Order. From this text, let us consider 
the real meaning of Odd Fellowship. 

First, look at your regular liturgy, your 
systematic ritual, including your opening and 
closing ceremonies, and your degree work. 
Those exercises are fine; I doubt if they are 
excelled anywhere in their impressive beau¬ 
ty. But, how often it all stops with the 
carrying out of the ritual; only partially do 
we mean what w,e say, and we certainly fail 
to put the fine things expressed therein into 
action. Now, in this we expose ourselves to 
the serious danger of the familiar ritual, 
memorised and often repeated, benumbing 
our sensitiveness to'its real meaning; thus it 
may actually do us harm. Therefore it be¬ 
hooves us to periodically and informally face 
up to the practical applications of the ritual 
and ceremonies provided for our help and 
constructive service. 

Then, take this combination of the Three 
Links, with its mystical symbolic meaning. 
All three of those links have indefinable 
depths of meaning. But I would like to sug¬ 
gest that unless the big factor, which is the 
central teaching of the Parable of the Good 
Samaritan, namely sacrificial service, runs 
through each link and binds it with the other 
two, then we miss the real meaning of Odd 
Fellowship. Apparently, your lodges recog¬ 
nize this officially, because you have your 
Benevolent Fund, and your 63 comfortable 
homes for aged members and orphans. But 
do we apply this personally and locally? 

Friendship is a grand attribute of human 
experience. Friendship as expressed in the 
local lodge meeting, when we visit neighbor¬ 


ing lodges, when we attend annual provincial 
assembly, or as we meet members when we 
travel abroad, is lovely, and we need to de¬ 
velop it to our fullest extent along these 
lines. But the extra plea I want to make 
is on behalf of sick folk, the bereaved, and 
strangers. It means much to sick folk to 
have friends call on them, or write to them, 
when they are down. Bereaved folk appreci¬ 
ate it highly to discover that their friends 
really share their trouble with them, and it 
is an added joy for members from afar to 
feel at home in our midst. Friendship ex¬ 
tended to the point of sacrificial service is 
truly a strong link. 

Then, brotherly love has become such a 
common catch phrase that its real meaning 
has almost faded away. Real brotherly love 
is significant in that it does not look for 
alibis to excuse needed service, but rather 
goes to the limit. For example, when a 
brother has suffered a prolonged illness and 
his business is being threatened, the brother¬ 
hood of the lodge should do something prac¬ 
tical about it and not be scared aside by tra¬ 
dition. Or, when a brother has died and his 
widow is .in exceptional need, brotherly love 
should 1 ‘ go the extra mile ’ ’ in meeting her 
necessities. Of course, no one should be de¬ 
prived of his own independent responsibili¬ 
ties, but it is ours to help a brother bear his 
extra burdens to the point of sacrificial ser¬ 
vice. 

When we come to this link called Truth, 
almost immediately we find ourselves out of 
our depth. Truth is another name for God. 
In some respects here is where the lodge ex¬ 
cels. In the fellowship of the lodge and its 
symbolism we appreciate the underlying 
bond of infinite truth, which we call God, 
without any limiting draperies of theology 
or denominational definition. A simple ex¬ 
pression of faith in God without any expla¬ 
nation is a strong bond of union of the lodge. 
I would like to suggest that here again lodge 
members could do a practical service by 
frankly sharing this great fundamental with 
our fellows at tim.es of strenuous experience. 
When a lodge member goes through the val¬ 
ley of the shadow of death then is a time 
when some choice passages of the lodge ritual 
dealing with truth should be read to him. It 
will take sacrificial service to really do this, 
but the sharing of the greatest link of your 
Order—Truth—is surely the best service you 
can render. 

You see, what I have been trying to say 
so far is, that if we would give a clarion 
sound of reality to our lodge life, let us in¬ 
terweave this essential factor of sacrificial 
service even among our lodge members.

appeal for this particularly because just no 
the world needs it. In passing let me pe 
sonally thank you for local expressions < 
this from you in our own town and commui 
ity. We need to recall that in the parable c 
the Good Samaritan the recipient of tli 
service was a stranger. In no sense did th 
benefactor know him, and yet he played 11: 
part of a practical brother to him. 
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Let me here step aside to say a word 
the brother or sister who has had so 
qualms about the lodge or the church havin 
anything to do with war. Such a broth 
says: “1 cannot conceive of the Good Sam 
ritan having anything to do with war. 
Well, you cannot take that interpretati' 
from this parable. Rather w,e must conclm 
that this Good Samaritan, who went to tl 
limit in giving sacrificial service to a suffd 
ing stranger brother, had he been there ; 
the time when the brigand bandits attack 
him, would also have gone to the limit 
trying to protect him and resisting and pu 
ishing the murderers. That is exactly wha. 
we have done so far in giving whole-heart 
support to this war. 
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And now it is going to be ours to rend 
similar service to our returning war persor 
nel. I know you are preparing to help you! 
own lodge members. But, on behalf of tin 
Canadian Legion, I appeal to you to help a 
our returning heroes. I know we can boa 
that our Canadian rehabilitation scheme 
are the best offered by any nation, but the i 
is still much to be desired. I hope all of yoi 
read the address which Capt. Prowse gave ti 
the Alberta legislature. So far, many of tie 
schemes offered by our governments ma; 
seem to be all right on paper, but they art 
weak in practice; many of them are goin; 
to need amendment and sacrificial service t 
make them practical. Then these only appl; 
to the returning personnel’s immediate need? 
So far, little has been done to provide fo 
later adjustments.,

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Within a few weeks we are going to 
called upon to vote. In the interest of friend 
ship, brotherly love and truth, we must, eve 
to the point of sacrificial service, see to i 
that we send men to Ottawa who will s 
plan our economies that every Canadian cili 
zen will have adequate opportunity to li' 
up to his best self. Moreover, we must 
create public opinion which will give back¬ 
ing to the League of 1 Nations which is no 
being established at San - Francisco, so that] 
it will give leadership to adequate life f"l 
every citizen not only in Canada, the Britisl 
Empire, and the Allied countries, but iil 
every country in the world. 

With this in mind let me assure you that] 
our Christian church, and the brother lod 
to which I belong, join your Grand Sire in| 
the closing statement of his anniversary pr 
clamation.

Degree Conferred 

On Five Members 

Perhaps you have not seen it yet 
but when it does appear it would be 
well to read it carefully. The docu¬ 
ment refered to is the International 
Good Will Proclamation. In it you will 
find position and purpose of Odd Fel¬ 
lowship set forth in very clear and 
understandable language. The middle 
of the road position taken by the 
Order in community life is, stressed. 

Reading between the lines it is not 
difficult to see the present day outline. 
On one side is the union or organiza¬ 
tion devoted to the cause of the worker 
while on the other the tendency of the 
business or professional element to 
group themselves into business or ser¬ 
vice clubs. Both groups distrust one 
another, rightly or wrongly. The 
worker is quite definite about the aims 
of his organization. The professed aims 
of the clubs are community service. It 
was not always so, for in the years 
gone by both labor and management 
were members of the same fraternity. 
Perhaps at some time they were asked 
“what trade, profession or calling hast 
thou,” but the answer never really 
made any difference. All that, mattered 
was his standing in the opinion of his 
fellows. Close association tended to 
allay the suspicion that exists today. 

Many members of Alberta No. 1, Cal¬ 
gary, attended Crescent No. 81 to wit¬ 
ness the Initiatory Degree conferred 
on five members of Crossfield No. 42 by 
the degree team from Hillhurst No. 46. 
The Grand Master Avas very pleased to 
have five initiates in bis home lodge, 
No. 42, and promised even better things 
to come. 

Making his first official A-isit, to Boav 
Valley No. 89, Cochrane, D.D.G.M. Bro.

George Henderson, Grand 
Treasurer, and Bill Northover, Grand 
Secretary, conveyed the greetings of 
this lodge, Calgary Odd Fellowship in 
general and the Grand Lodge, but if 
they might have missed something, 
many happy returns, Alf. 

A light appeared in the north-west 
sky the other evening but soon died 
down.
